NOT done, somebody will be mang­ 
led. All this might be just mental 
activ ity . 
Facts of all this street talk are 
that there are a jillion holes in the 
street that makes driv ing one 
big 
BANG and rattle. Big trucks, great 
weights, and places where somebody 
dug up great sectcions of the pav ­ 
ing that could not be replaced, hav e 
caused it to be quite unsatisfactory . 
Yes, the Highway Department rec­ 
ognizes the few blocks 
that 
run 
through Hamlin are a part of the 
“ sy stem” and they are anx ious to 
do some repairing. But 
w'hen 
on 
Saturday s, nights, and all the time 
cars are so deep in the streets at 
times till hardly one can worm thru, 
there is not much incentiv e to do 
any repairing. Some of us hav e not 
seen all the other towns and may be 
ev ery where traffic is permitted 
to 
jumole up on the streets as it does 
here in Hamlin, and may be not. Be­ 
sides double 
parking, 
jay walking, 
etc., there is another thing in 
the 
traffic to be noticed. It is the way 
“ Bottling” trucks and bottling ped­ 
dlers hog the street. There are about 
six or eight that make Hamlin ev ­ 
ery day . They stop right out in the 
street and sometimes stand 
for 
a 
quarter of an hour and not a driv er 
in sight. J ust as well permit a fruit 
truck or any kind of peddler to do 
likewise. 
The streets and sidewalks of Ham­ 
lin were set aside for public use 
and it is a common thing to see 
business hogging the space and let 
the passers-by be hanged. Not 
one 
single inch of a sidewalk should be 
used for storing and display ing, or 
serv ing goods to the 
public.

wants to keep up the double park­ 
ing? What merchant, what farmer, 
who any body ?
